SUNDAY SCHOOL DRIVE 


Nearly 500 Sunday Schools entered the National Contest, 
bd most of them report that they broke all previous rec- 

ids in Sunday School attendance at least once, and some 

if them as many as four times. Entrants in the National 
_Plnday School Drive have reported some amazing spiritual 
tsults. Incomplete returns give 403 saved, 170 sanctified, 
_#% filled with the Holy Ghost, and 165 added to the 
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Church; 11,294 homes were visited and given a personal 
invitation to attend Sunday School. Some Sunday School 
workers and officials fasted as much as seven days during 
the drive and wonderful results were seen from this. The 
Sunday School workers in small rural towns walked four 
miles, sometimes in rainy weather, to invite folks to Sunday 
School. Some have said that it was the greatest Sunday 
School promotional activity the church has ever had and 
are asking for a similar national Y. P. E. contest.—Ralph E.

If I were searching for a text which 
I thought would be most timely for the 
Churches of God everywhere, I think 
I would select four words from the 
first verse of chapter six in Paul’s 
letter to the Hebrews, “Let us go on.” 
I like these words because they stand 
for something new and inviting. They 
suggest motivation rather than stag- 
nation, and exploration rather than 
complacency and _self-satisfaction. 
Men are all too often prone to look 
back on what they have been, and to 
long for the days of their parents or 
grandparents. They like to languish 
in the thoughts of bygone achieve- 
ments and accomplishments. All of 
these are good, but only for one pur- 
pose—not to pull us back, but to en- 
courage us to go on. 

The apostle Paul thought it better 
to leave the principles of the doctrine 
of Christ, or the beginnings of one’s 
experience, and to set as a goal, per- 
fection. This is indeed a high goal but 
a glorious goal, and because of its 
height and glory its pursuit is all the 
more glorious. 


The spirit of progress is brought 
about by a state of mind which in 
turn is a condition of faith. The pa- 
triarchs were travelers because they 
were men of faith. They looked for a 
city with foundations, and it was that 
faith in the future, and courage to 
progress toward it, that has given us 
such great examples. Thus Paul tells 
us that “seeing we are compassed 
about with so great a cloud of wit- 
nesses, let us lay aside every weight 
.... and let us run.”

There are several classes of people 
who do not make progress, but for our 
purpose we shall name three different 
categories into which the most of 
them fall. 


First, is the man who feels that he 
is established. That is, when he came 
to the Lord he received, done up in 
either one, two, or three packages, all 
that the Lord had for him, or all that 
he needed. He is self-sufficient, con- 
ceited, and hypocritical. He has a bet- 
ter than thou complex. He feels that 
his knowledge and wisdom in spiritual 
matters is superb and that he needs 
nothing further than that which he 
has received. He is against education, 
or anything that will change the 
status quo of his experience. He is 
hedged in with a shell of self-right- 
eousness. Though he may not have 
gone far, he has reached his limit. He 
is a statue and brings memories only 
of the past. 

Second is the “up and down man,” 
or the hobbyist. There are certain 
things he has heard and known for 
a long time, and they are right be- 
cause he has always believed them. 
He does not know much else and does 
not want to know anything that will 
cross or shake what he has already 
accepted. He cannot get off his hobby 
nor out of the rut he is in. These, 
though they hardly know it and will 
hardly confess, are victims of others’ 
beliefs and hobbies. 


The third nonprogressive is the 
“round and round man,” or the fellow 
who goes in circles. He is much like 
the other two and yet has some fea- 
tures that distinguish him as being 
different. He has every marking of the 
fellow who is lost in the forest, and, 
regardless of which direction he goes, 
returns to the place from whence he 
started. He thinks he has proved him- 
self right because he is where he start- 
ed thirty years ago. 

The spirit of progress is contrary to 
any of the above. It is open to sug- 
gestion and ready for anything that 
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improves the avenue of appro 
perfection. It appreciates holin 
a beginning of righteousness, 
pathway of righteousness, and @ 
goal of righteousness. It sets h 
as the only means of one’s sal 
and the only way to see God. 


Paul gives to us a beautiful p 
of this pathway of progress i 
brews 12. Let us notice the 
verse, “For they verily for a few 
chastened us after their own plea 
but he for our profit, that we mig r 
partakers of his holiness.” Here h 
ness is an object achieved or attain 
through chastening. In verse 13 MMalker, addr 
says, “And make straight paths 
your feet, lest that which is lame} 
turned out of the way; but let it rath 
er be healed.” A holiness path p 
vides protection to the lame, provid 
they follow in it. But listen to Pail 
‘crowning statement, or comman 
ment, “Follow peace with all men, # 
holiness without which no man sha 
see God.” Peace is something to ft 
low or be sought after, and holin 
is something to follow continual] 
Weymouth’s Translation says, “Foll0 
peace with all men, and that sane 
fication apart from which no 
shall see God.”

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The Pentecostal Position 


on Tongues 


They call us “The Tongues Move- 
ment.” Wonder why? We stress the 
Holy Ghost a thousand to one over 
tongues. Wish they would call us the 
“Holy Ghost Movement.” Anyone can 
sling mud and fly to personal charges. 
The fact is, “their Diana is in danger; 
they must raise dust and make a 
noise to detract the attention of the 
reader or hearer from the point at is- 
sue.”—Fletcher. After all their per- 
sonal charges, black allegations, and 
railing accusations have been brought, 
there still remains a comfortable feel- 
ing in our hearts because we remem- 
ber how they all are afraid to “place 
their Dagon by the ark of God and 
leave it there all night, lest it should 
fall down and mar the palms of its 
hands.” 

There are many significant texts 
and examples in Holy Writ which have 
to do with the subject in question, 
which confirm our position abundant- 
ly, and which all the “Holy Ghost 
fighters” omit in their catachrestic 
theory. Yet, they swell themselves 
with the idea that their argument 
wields the theological sickle against 
the Pentecostal position in death- 
dealing power. Witness Mr. Neely’s 
“The Bible Versus the Tongues The- 
ory.” This would be amazing if it were 
not so amusing. I frankly admit that 
the world brands me a fanatic. Who 
cares? They called John a publican, 
Jesus a glutton, and Paul a fool. The 
first Pentecostal group was called 
“drunks.” Acts 2:13, “Others mocking 
said, These men are full of new wine.” 

I have read many books against the 
Pentecostal position on tongues, and 
here are a few facts which every one 
of them seems to forget: 

1. The Bible undeniably mentions 
“tongues addressed to God” which no 
man can understand (“For he that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue speak- 
eth not unto men, but unto God: for 
no man understandeth him; howbeit 
in the spirit he speaketh mysteries,” 
1 Cor. 14:2), and, “tongues addressed 
to the Church,” i. e., to men, which re- 
quires an interpreter. “But if there 
be no interpreter, let him keep silence 
in the church; and let him -speak to 
himself, and to God,” 1 Cor. 14:28.

the twenty-eighth verse, “which re- 
quires an interpreter”; but they are as 
Silent as the tombs on the second 
verse—“speaketh not unto men, but 
unto God: for no man understandeth 
him.” Their silence is sagaciously 
reasonable, only to their advantage. 
The speaker is addressing God, and 
God needs no interpreter. So the Holy 
Ghost fighers, in order to get by 
this verse, shut their eyes and their 
mouths. The speaker in this verse 
is addressing God in a language no 
man can understand; neither does any 
man need to understand it, for he is 
not speaking to him but to God. This 
is like pulling the eye teeth of the 
“die-hards,” but it is Bible, just the 
same. 

2. It is literally stated in Acts 10:45, 
46 (“And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because that 
on the Gentiles also was poured out 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. For they 
heard them speak with tongues, and 
magnify God .. .”) that the phenome- 
non of tongues initially evidenced the 
Gentile Pentecost. “The Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the word. 
And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished.” Why? “Be- 
cause that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 
And how did they know it was the 
Pentecostal gift? “For they heard 
them speak with tongues, and mag- 
nify God.” See, the apostles had ac- 
cepted tongues as the initial evidence. 


3. When the Ephesians received 
their Pentecost there immediately fol- 
lowed miraculous speech: “And it 
came to pass, that, while Apollos was 
at Corinth, Paul having passed 
through the upper coasts came to 
Ephesus; and finding certain disci- 
ples, he said unto them, Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved?

i@iimself and to God,” 1 Cor. 14:28. This 
is Paul’s way of saying, “We are not 
daddress the church in an unknown 
longue without an interpreter; but if 
there be no interpreter we may ad- 
igiress God (1 Cor. 14:2), for personal 
edification (1 Cor. 14:4).” This sixth 
verse forbids us speak to men in an 
snknown tongue, but gives us permis- 
ogsion to speak to God. And if the Holy 
achost wants to help me praise God 
fr Jesus and His blood which has 
getought my soul out of hell, that’s 
i God's business. This miraculous tes- 
fimony is “spoken as the Spirit gives 
e hifthe utterance,” and is addressed di- 
sacgtectly to God, “He speaks not unto 
2 isfmen, but unto God.” This miraculous 
Holg'tansaction concerns none but God 
atte Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, and 
ougif'he speaker. But it is just like the 
Th tevil to poke his nose into God’s bus- 
ffecfess, and some plug-hat preachers 
ad b a to take pleasure in helping him.

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-1. The 120 on the Day of Pentecost 
poke in tongues BEFORE the foreign- 
ts gathered. “And they were all filled 
vith the Holy Ghost, and began to 
Peak with other tongues, as the Spir- 
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it gave them utterance,” Acts 2:4. I 
ask, “Was this the sign or the gift?” 
I answer, “It was the sign, addressed 
to God, not men.” Proof: “Now when 
this was noised abroad, the multitude 
came together, and were confounded, 
because that every man heard them 
speak in his own language,” Acts 2:6. 
To whom were they speaking before 
the multitude came together? They 
were speaking unto God. (1 Cor. 14: 
2.) After the multitude gathered, the 
Holy Ghost began to exercise, in the, 
disciples, the GIFT OF TONGUES, i.e., 
they spoke to the church or congrega- 
tion. 

8. Here is another distinction in the 
SIGN and the GIFT: The gift being a 
message to the Church is not to be ex- 
ercised by any more than three in any 
one service, and that by course, i.e., 
one speaking at the time. “If any man 
speak in an unknown tongue, let it 





be by two, or at the most by three, 
and that by course; and let one inter- 
pret,” 1 Cor. 14:27. But the sign, be- 
ing addressed to God for personal edi- 
fication, may be manifested by a mul- 
titude all at the same time. That is 
why the 120 could all speak in tongues 
simultaneously when the Holy Ghost 
first came—because they were mani- 
festing the sign of tongues. 

NOTE: Paul, in 1 Cor. 14:27, for- 
bids any more than three to speak in 
tongues in any one service. But in 
Acts 19:6,7, twelve men receive the 
Holy Ghost and speak in tongues. 
“And when Paul had laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them; and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied. And all the men were 
about twelve.” Is there a contradic- 
tion in Paul’s words? No! In the 
Corinthian text ke alludes to the 
GIFT; in Acts 19, to the SIGN. 


The Work of the Holy Ghost

Genesis 24 


In studying the twenty-fourth chap- 
ter of Genesis, we find that Abraham 
is a representative of God. We also 
see Isaac, the only begotten of Sarah, 
the seed of promise, represents Jesus, 
the only begotten of God, through 
which the promise was to come upon 
all who accept Him. Then, we think 
of the servant as a type of the Holy 
Ghost, carrying out God’s plan in the 
world and preparing or making ready 
a bride for the coming of Christ. 

Abraham saw Isaac, his son, grow- 
ing into manhood, and realized his 
duty (as father and according to the 
custom of those days) of choosing a 
bride for his son. Abraham was liv- 
ing among foreigners and strangers 
according to the commonwealth of 
Israel, and could not stand the 
thought of choosing his son a bride 
from among those strangers. Neither 
will the bride of Christ be chosen 
from among strangers to the house- 
hold of faith. Abraham realized, 
in order for Isaac’s seed to be holy, 
he must choose a bride from among 
his own people. Likewise the bride of 
Christ will be taken from among His 
own, not the worldly family. 

I hear Abraham say to the servant, 
“I want you to go on a mission for 
me.” The mission was to go in search 
of a bride for his son. He gave him 
instructions where to go and means 
of identification. God has also sent 





His servant (the Holy Ghost) into 
the world to seek out a bride for 
Christ. The Holy Ghost knows who 
will separate themselves from the 
world and prepare themselves to be in 
the bride of Christ. Abraham didn’t 
give his servant orders to go to any 
certain téwn, roadhouse, or beer-joint. 
Neither did he tell him to go to some 
church clerk and search the church 
record to select a name. Christ will 
not come searching church records for 
His bride. 

This servant was met by a damsel 
who had come to the well, to draw 
water. The damsel was not one who 
was lazy and sitting on a back seat 
waiting for Brother John or Sister 
Jane to draw all the water. Some folks 
in the church are continually saying, 
“Let Brother Jim or Sister Mary teach 
the Sunday School class, or be the 
president of the L.W.W.B., or group 
captain of the Y. P. E.” But, if we 
expect to be in the bride of Christ, it 
will pay us to be continually drawing 
water from the well of the water of 
life. 

When the damsel was entreated by 
the servant, she did not refuse to lis- 
ten to what he had to tell her. She did 
not cold-shoulder, nor grieve him by 
refusing to invite him into her home. 
Let this be a lesson to all of you of 
the household of faith. When the Holy 
Ghost entreats you and pleads for a

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Cooperation Without Compromise 


Continued address by President Stephen W. Paine in the recent NAE Convention 


Example of the Federal Council 

of Churches 

The Federal Council of Churches 
should be sufficient warning to us. 
This group was organized for coopera- 
tion as such. It was certainly not 
established to witness for the faith. 
Thus it carefully avoided any defini- 
tion of the faith on the grounds that 
it wanted no “theological straight 
jacket.” It did, however, require what 
was apparently then interpreted as an 
evangelical assent to the idea of Jesus 
as “divine Lord and Saviour.” 

This quasi-creedal statement has 
not, so far as we know, kept out any- 
body from Federal Council member- 
ship. Certainly, it did not keep out Dr. 
Fosdick and the many others like him 
who have definitely and repeatedly 
denied the deity of Jesus. And the 
Universalists, who deny the deity of 
Jesus, were apparently ready to certi- 
fy themselves as believing in Jesus as 
“divine Lord and Saviour” when they 
twice applied for membership in the 
Federal Council of Churches. 

It was in this connection that Dr. 
Weigle, then president of the Federal 
Council of Churches, admitted that all 
meaning had been stolen from these 
words, when he said, “We have never 
asked any group what they meant by 
the divinity of Christ when they 
joined us” (Carl McIntire, Twentieth 
Century Reformation, Page 15). 

Recently, there has been a further 
very interesting developement in this 
area. To gain European evangelicals 
and neo-supernaturalists, the World 
Council of Churches, including the 
leaders of the Federal Council from 
America, abandoned the now mean- 
ingless phrase we have just been dis- 
cussing, and called for membership on 
the basis of faith in Jesus as “God and 
Saviour.” Then, at the last meeting of 
the Federal Council of Churches, in 
order to ease the pressure which some 
of the Federal Council leaders were 
feeling from evangelically minded ele- 
ments in their denominations, the 
Council officially declared by vote 
that the phrase “divine Lord and Sav- 
iour” in its statement of faith was 
considered as fully equivalent to the 
World Council’s phrase “God and 
Saviour.” 

What is the only natural conclu- 
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sion? Simply that words don’t mean 
anything, and that the Federal Coun- 
cil men can somehow say they believe 
in Jesus as God when they do not so 
believe. 

Let NAE take heed. If ever our main 
drive comes to be on “cooperation” 
and on “united activity” per se, then 
it will be almost inevitable that the 
faith will be something to which we 
shall merely assent and about which 
we ask no questions one of another. 


Earmark Everything for the Faith 

But as long as we keep our vision, 
as long as our every effort and activ- 
ity is clearly seen as useful only in so 
far as it results in a clear witness to 
the faith, just so long will we attract 
only those whose hearts are with ours 
in this matter, and just so long will 
our cooperation be fully free from 
compromise as to the faith. 

Before leaving this point, let me 
refer this principle to those who say 
to NAE—whether at the local, region- 
al, or national level—‘‘What’s the use 
of being in NAE if there is not more 
for us to do, more apparent occasion 
for activity?” 

Our answer is that if we never did 
anything more than to declare our 
united adherence to the evangelical 
statement of faith, letting the world 
know that there are some thirty-two 
denominations, plus: more than 400 
local churches, plus numbers of or- 
ganizations who feel strongly enough 
about this to organize specifically to 
witness to this faith once delivered to 
the saints—if we did not a thing more 
than that, our organization would be 
worth while. 


No Compromise as to Doctrinal 
Distinctives 

Now what about those doctrinal dis- 
tinctives which have in large measure 
accounted for the division of the 
Protestant church into its various de- 
nominations? Here are the varying 
views on the sovereignty of God as 
related to the free will of man, vary- 
ing views as to the ordinance of bap- 
tism, the significance of the sacra- 
ments, the doctrine of divine healing, 
of sanctification, of the gifts of the 
Spirit. “Certainly,” someone will say, 
“if we are to come together simply on 
the basis of our common evangelical

tteadminded as this, and can fellow- 
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ship with anybody and everybody re- 
gardless of distinctives, how can such 
a fellowship be said to cost anything 
in the way of compromise of these 
distinctives?” 

Let’s look at that. If there are still 
any people in the Lutheran Church 
who look at things the way Martin 
Luther did; if there are any Lutherans 
who have any sensitivity at the point 
of Sacerdotalism and Mariolatry (by 
that I mean to say that if there are 
any Lutherans who are really Protes- 
tants at heart—and I sincerely believe 
that there are), then how do you sup- 
pose they felt when their representa- 
tives joined without protest as the 
assembly of the Federal Council of 
Churches celebrated a Catholic service 
of worship led by a priest of the 
Syrian Antiochian Church in which 
prayer was offered to the Virgin 
Mary? Was there any compromise of 
distinctives here? This is to say noth- 
ing of any true Protestants who might 
be considered to be still remaining in 
the other Protestant denominations 
which are members of the Federal 
Council. 

Again, what do you suppose were 
the feelings of those many delegates 
at this assembly who have disavowed 
so outspokenly any belief in the deity 
of Jesus, and who represent commun- 
ions who will not stand for this doc- 
trine, when these men in that same 
service agreed to the deity of Jesus by 
addressing the Virgin Mary as “Moth- 
er of God”? Did they not have their 
tongue in their cheek when they said 
this? If words mean anything, they 
did. And we still feel that in suppos- 
edly Christian circles, words should 
mean something. Is that too old- 
fashioned? 

We conclude then that the very 
broadness and indifferentism of the 
Federal Council of Churches and the 
World Council of Churches involve in- 
evitable compromises not only in 
evangelical faith, but also in the way 
of distinctives that at one time cer- 
tainly were precious to the respective 
branches of Protestantism. 


The American Council Invades the 
Area of Distinctives 


What then of our brethren of the 
American Council and their European 
branch, the International Council of 
Christian Churches? Thank God, 
these men, like the NAE, have so far 
been straight and true in their witness 
to the true faith and against apostasy. 
There has been no compromise so far 
as the fundamentals of the evangel- 
ical faith are concerned. 


But fundamentalists are so apt to 
fall into the trap of failing to dis- 
tinguish what is fundamental and 
what ought to be regarded as lying in 
the area of denominational distinc- 
tives. The fundamentalist really be- 
lieves what he believes. This applies 
to the fundamentalists; it also applies 
to his denominational platform. More- 
over, he not infrequently has diffi- 
culty in seeing how anybody can be 
“fundamental” who does not agree 
fully as to these distinctive doctrines 
of his own church. We could multiply 
instances of this. 

Our brethren of the American 
Council have, we feel, fallen into this 
trap. And while the Federal Council 
is indifferent as to the matter of de- 
nominational distinctives—it cares too 
little at this point—the American 
Council cares too much, if we may say 
so, for its leaders apparently reserve 
the right to refuse fellowship even to 
evangelical groups whose distinctives 
they do not approve. 


The American Council on Speaking 
with Tongues 


The doctrine concerning the speak- 
ing with tongues held by our Pente- 
costal brethren is a case in point. The 
American Council has not a single 
provision in its constitution, so far as 
we know, which these churches do not 
meet. There is no specific statement 
against Pentecostalism or speaking 
with tongues, but the brethren of the 
American Council, or some of their 
leaders, simply decided they did not 
approve this doctrine, and they also 
decided they would not fellowship 
with any who held this distinctive. 

The International Council of Chris- 
tian Churches has followed the same 
policy, this time including in its con- 
stitution a statement that “no church 

. Standing outside the stream of 
historic Christianity will be received.” 
Presumably this is intended to be a 
“no admittance” sign for the benefit 
of the Pentecostal brethren, although 
one wonders by what devious process 
of logic they could make a statement 
like this exclude the Pentecostalists. If 
they had wanted to be sufficiently 
specific. to set up a ban against 
churches standing outside the stream 
of historic Protestantism, they would 
of course, have had to exclude the 
Baptists as well, at least those who 
are consistently Baptistic in the his- 
toric sense. 

Thank the Lord that He has thus 
far enabled us to maintain a fellow- 
ship based on the great foundation

grieve Him and refuse to let Him come 
in to rule and reign in your heart, be- 
cause of what some of your friends 
may say. Jesus said, “Ye are my 
friends if you do whatsoever I say.” 
The Holy Ghost will remain with you 
when your best friends have turned 
their backs on you. He will give you 
peace when there is trouble on every 
hand. He will comfort you in the 
midst of sorrow. He will be alongside 
to help you when you need help. 

The damsel (a type of the bride) 
had the courage and boldness to go 
with the servant, even into a strange 
country, though her kinsmen pro- 
tested her going, and tried to detain 
her ten days. She would not be de- 
layed. Whoever you are, when you 
have been enlightened and convinced 
the Holy Ghost is for all true believers, 
don’t allow anyone to delay your seek- 
ing Him. Don’t wait to understand 
all about the Holy Ghost. Take God at 
His word. Accept the Holy Ghost. 
Trust Him as the damsel trusted the 
servant to shield her and comfort her 
on her way over the hills, through the 
valleys, across the river, and through 
the plains; and at the end of the long, 
rough, tiresome journey, to present her 
to Isaac as his bride, to enjoy his love, 
companionship, and wedding feast. 
Yes, there will be mountains of oppo- 
sition, valleys of despair, rivers of chilly 
trials, and winds of persecutions for 
those who will make up the bride of 
Christ; but the work of the Holy Ghost 
is to encourage, comfort, and strength- 
en us to overcome all the fiery trials 
of the enemy of our souls, and help 
us to fight a victorious battle and at 
last present us to Christ in mid air as 
His bride, to enjoy the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb.
